The Anderson String Quartet was 
informed on April 13, 1991 that they 
had won the 1991 International 
Cleveland Quartet Competition. Until 
that time, they were known as the 
Chaminade String Quartet, after the 
French composer Cecile Chaminade. 
But, after winning the Cleveland, they 
conducted a research project and dis- 
covered that they were the first all-black 
classical musical ensemble to win a 
major competition. Finding it hard to 
believe that at the close of the twentieth 
century, after so much struggle and 
achievement, that there would still be 
room for a first anything, the four 
agreed it was time for a change. This 
change would shine the brightest possi- 
ble light on this new sign of progress. 

With the help of Robert Freeman, the 
director of the Eastman School of Music, 
the quartet contacted the great contral- 
to Marian Anderson and requested her permission for the use of her name. In 
October of last year, Miss Anderson gave her enthusiastic approval. 

This first season as the Anderson String Quartet, marking a new chapter in their 

lives, is dedicated to one of the greatest Americans of this century, Miss Marian 
Anderson.

Sweet Honey In The Rock 


This year, the Woodson Foundation's OnStage In New Jersey 
series represents the collective values, attitudes and philosophies of 
the period from 1942 to 1992. Each performance affirms a common 
tongue, drawing on African traditions and practices, their values, 
attitudes and standards. 

African-American culture is steeped in a tradition of powerful 
oratory, John'Amos' portrayal of the universal patriarch in “Halley's 
Comet", like the African Griot, personifies a complex social function 
that embraces everything from ecological and social issues to the 
roles of historian, social critic and village gossip. 
= Gospel was bern of a cultural cauldron shaped by an African 
legacy and the urban experience. Today's Black Gospel gained its 
sound and expression from an open, improvisatory style of singing 
that is characteristic of Black vocal music, combined with the exciting 
rhythms of the Sanctified Church, the influence of an urban milieu, 
and the blues. In the Spirit will be apparent in the performance 
by Marion Williams. 

The 1950's, among other things, saw the emergence of Bop. It 
was a period when African-American artists tried to regain control 
of their music, One of the disciples was Benny Golson. A composer, 
arranger, and saxophonist, Golson is one of the most original and 
distinctive modern-jazz musicians to emerge during this period. During 
his Jazz Journey he has composed such standards as "I Remember 
Clifford,” "Blues March" and "Killer Joe." 

It matters little whether you are talking about The Freedom 
Struggle in Langston Hughes freedom train, or about the freedom 
struggle rendered in the songs of Sweet Honey In The Rock. Whot 
is important is that songs of the freedom struggle are important as 
music and for the events and circumstances that created them. The 
music addresses a universal desire for freedom and the belief that 
justice will ultimately prevail; it often serves as a formula for achieving 
one’s freedom. 

For ministers of the spoken word, the Black Consciousness 
Movement is about defining oneself, about self-actualization. Thus, 
Amiri Baraka, Sonia Sanchez, Haki Madhubuti ond Mari Evans 
speak, with the collective voice of The Black Consciousness 
Movement; they write Poetry for the People.

To understand the Soul Explosion in the African-American 
community, one must first understand the critical role of music, the 
spoken words of the preacher, poet and rapper, or the way one 
expresses their individuality, Soul is the cultural expression of ordinary 
people, Behaviors and attitudes that reflect an African heritage are 
sung forcefully by Lady Soul in their Cabaret Tribute to Aretha 
Franklin, the Queen of Soul. 

By the 1960's and 70's, African-American women began to assert 
themselves and the beauty of their blackness, no longer willing to 
accept the European definition of beauty. Maya Angelou, Amina 
Baraka, Betty Neals, Urban Bush Women and Sister Sadie and 
the Famous Biblettes, all Sisters United, address the questions they 
face daily: How to assert and maintain identities in a world that 
does not always acknowledge their existence, and how to maintain 
balance while ct the same time, as Stetson contends, “containing 
their rage in order to express their warmth, love, anger and pain?" 

Afrocentricity places classical African civilizations, the 
reconnection of Egypt to Africa, at its center. It invokes the realities 
of the past as a way to see the future. Dr. Molefi Kete Asante 
believes that “as the torch is passed, each generation sees а little 
more through the cocoon, and each generation reclaims a little more 
of the history and culture.” On this foundation, Dr. Asante, Phyllis 
Yvonne Stickney and Women's Sekere Ensemble build their 
Afrocentric Expressions, 

The 1980's brought forth African-American classical artists who 
challenged the standards set by European artists. Drowing on refined 
classical techniques, but infused with African heritage and traditions, 
the Anderson String Quartet and Richard Alston are truly Classical 
and Black. 

Rap music has developed into one of the most significant musical 
creations of the decade. It is а verbal art form in which language, 
technology, sound and visual dimensions are merged to create а 
unique urban popular sound. Hip-Hop Culture, as demonstrated by 
Cooly Live! and Sudden Change redefines the relationship between 
music, dance and language; the boundaries between speech and 
movement and song; and the levels at which meaning may reside 
in music.
